President Trum an stuck his neck 
out in the steel dispute. He didnt 
have to. If he had handled it alioth- 
«r way, he might have put his 
critics’ necks on the block. 
He could have used the Taft-Hart 
ley Act. The result might have been 
the same, a strike. But he would 
have avoided a rain of criticism 
and the historic rebuke from Fed­ 
eral Judge David A. Pine.

WHAT HE DID----- 
The steelworkers, whose contract 
ended Dec. 31, began negotiations 
last November with the mill owners 
for higher pay. Getting nowhere, 
they 
threatened 
to strike 
New 
Y ear’s Day. 
Truman stepped in and asked 
both sides to let the Wage Stabiliz­ 
ation Board examine the case. 
The board heard both sides and 
finally recommended a substantial 
pay raise for the workers. The 
owners refused to grant it unless 
the government let them raise pric 
es. The government said no. 
Again getting n o w h e r e , the 
workers threatened once more to 
strike. Truman stepped in again 
and seized the mills. Since the 
government in charge, might give 
them the raise they wanted, the 
workers 
w o r k e d . 
Also, 
it’s 
against the law to strike against 
the government. 
No law and nothing in the Con­ 
stitution said Trum an in peacetim e 
had power to seize private proper­ 
ty. But he argued the Constitution 
contained inviable but built-in pow­ 
ers for any President in an em er­ 
gency. 
His critics denounced the seizure 
and said he should have used Taft- 
Hartley. Twice, under this batter­ 
ing, Trum an asked Congress for a 
solution. Instead, Congress talked 
impeachment. 
The mill owners appealed to 
Judge Pine to throw the govern­ 
ment out of their property, arguing 
the president exceeded his powers.

Laff-A-Day 


On many occasions the Fayette County 
Board of Elections has been asked for 
information as to voting rights in case of 
a family moving to another state. 
Probably all election 
boards in 
the 
country 
have received 
such 
queries 
many times. 
In every national election, such as the 
one to be held next November, there are 
thousands of men and women who find 
themselves disfranchised because their 
work assignments have taken them from 
one state to another during the year. 
There should be some remedy found 
for this situation 
in the matter of per­ 
mitting eligible voters to ballot for can­ 
didates for president. 
In many states, a complete year’s resi­ 
dence is required 
before the voter be­ 
comes eligible to cast his ballot. If the 
voter has left his former home perma­ 
nently and has not yet resided for the 
required year in his new state, he is dis­ 
franchised completely. He cannot cast an 
absentee ballot in his old home state be­ 
cause he is no 
longer 
regarded 
as a 


permanent resident and cannot partici­ 
pate in its state elections. 
Certainly, such a situation should not 
prevent any citizen from casting his bal­ 
lot for president. In those states where 
the presidential ballot is separated from 
the state ticket, there should be no dif- 
fculty whatever in such a procedure. 
What should be considered is a proposal 
for uniform election laws, which could 
be adopted by all the 
states in exactly 
the same way as uniform laws have been 
enacted with respect to sales and nego­ 
tiable instruments. 
If this can be accomplished, we shall 
make a long stride towards helping every 
voter to exercise his maximum 
voting 
rights at every election.

Truman a Personal Isolationist 
Diet and Health

Rare Disease Helped 
By Use of New Drugs 


WASHINGTON, April 30—Pres­ 
ident Truman has isolated him­ 
self completely from such normal 
groups of advisers as Cabinet 
members, his friends and agents 
in Congress and party leaders 
within recent months, and espe­ 
cially since he decided to bow out 
of active politics next January 
It is a strange metamorphosis 
that baffles his cronies and even 
such erstwhile consultants as Sec­ 
retary Dean Acheson. It seems 
that in order to compensate for 
any loss of power and prestige he 
may 
have 
suffered 
from 
an 
nouncement of his abdication, he 
has resolved to be more asser­ 
tive, 
more 
authoritarian 
and 
more aloof than before. 
• * • 
RULE — He no longer takes 
his Cabinet into his confidence or 
seeks their advice. His m ajor de­ 
cisions on foreign #and domestic 
questions are never preceded by 
round-table d i s c u s s i o n s and 
analyses. 
Likewise his legislative plans 
and even his presidential prefer­ 
ences become known to Capitol 
Hill cronies through the news. 
papers. He has even shut himself 
off from the “ Missouri gang”— 
Messrs. Snyder, Vaughan, Con­ 
nelly, Graham etc. 
Not even in the days of the 
headstrong 
and 
self-sufficient 
Franklin D Roosevelt, so f r e ­ 
quently assailed as a “dictator,” 
was there such a one-man rule as 
now. Although it is admittedly a 
slight oversimplification of t h e 
new Truman 
attitude, certain

The disorder usually

with an inflammation of the lin­ 
ing m embrane of the nose, giving 
an extrem ely foul odor.

Many times this disease is mis­ 
taken for leprosy or tuberculosis 
of the nose. A correct diagnosis 
can usually be made by exam in­ 
ing the infected tissues under a 
microscope. 
It was believed that rhinoscler­ 
oma was due to an infection by a 
virus. This is a germ so small it 
cannot be seen through an ordi­ 
nary microscope, and is usually 
detected with fine porcelain fil­ 
ters. Recently, however, certain 
type of bacteria has been impli­ 
cated, and may be the real cause. 
Antibiotics Help 
This disease is very disabling, 
and most cases cannot be cured. 
Until a few years ago, no treat­ 
ment was known. Now we have 
learned t h a t t h e antibiotics, 
streptomycin, have brought great 
improvement in num bers of pa­ 
tients, both in this country and 
abroad. 
Thus, we are learning to treat 
and cure a formerly incurable 
disease, one which has disfigured 
many victims and caused them to 
be shunned by their fellow men.

Savings Bond 
Setup Changed

of savings bonds—F and G bonds— 
will be discontinued e f f e c t i v e 
Thursday. But three new types of 
bonds will be offered. 
The fam iliar series “ E ” defense 
bonds—the type held by most indi­ 
viduals—will be continued. 
But interest rates for the full 
period of the bond will be Raised 
from 2.9 per cent to three per cent. 
And buyers will get a much big­ 
ger increase in interest rates over 
the first few years they hold the 
bond 


The changes will not affect “ E ” 
bonds already sold unless the bond­ 
holder wants to keep his bond after 
it m atures. In that case, he will 
get the new interest rate of three 
per cent.

Eisenhower and Questionnaires 


During the recent meetings of 
editors and publishers in New 
York, 
the 
m atter of question­ 
naires addressed to General E is­ 
enhower loomed large, with forci­ 
ble expressions on the subject. 
Some thought that he should an­ 
swer questions; others 
that he 
should not. 
Whether the questions are wrell 
worded or not, whether they are 
loaded or not is 
of little interest, 
because no m at­ 
ter what is ask­ 
ed, a 
man who 
knows 
what he 
thinks 
can an­ 
s w e r 
as 
he 
c h ooses. Ques­ 
tionnaires 
are 
being composed 
by nearly every- 
S okoisky 
body who ow ns a 
pencil. 
Furtherm ore, aH the arguments 
about General Eisenhower being 
in uniform are strictly eye-wash, 
because he has b^en a candidate 
in uniform, whether ho answers 
questionnaires or not; he has re­ 
ceived delegations of American 
businessmen and politicians at his 
headquarters in Paris; he has 
commented, reservedly, it is true 
on his victories in the primaries 
He has 
received Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge, Jr., and Paul G. 
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Hoffman, whose meetings 
w'ere 
strictly political and were so re­ 
ported. 
In a word, General Eisenhower 
has been political f o r many 
months despite the unform, in all 
phases of a pre-convention cam 
paign, except in that phase which 
has dealt with an expression of 
opinion. There, of course, his em ­ 
barrassm ent is great, because as 
a Republican he must be opposed 
to the president, but as a general, 
he is the president’s subordinate 
This paradoxical position surely 
cannot be prolonged after June I 
v hen he ceases to be the head of 
NATO. 
It should never have been per­ 
mitted. It would seem that a due 
sense of propriety should have 
impelled General Eisenhower to 
have resigned as soon as he auth­ 
orized that his name be entered 
in any primary. The choice was 
w hether he would continue as an 
active general or become a poli­ 
tician, if there 
is 
a 
conflict, 
which is doubtful, because many 
of our top generals have been 
playing politics for years. Gener­ 
al Eisenhower's choice to be both 
simultaneously is the cause for 
the. questionnaires, particularly 
the “ Knoxville 
(Tennessee) 
21 
Questions ’ which have received 
so much attention. 
These questions were issued be­ 
fore they were answered, which 
some have criticized 
as dis­ 
courteous; however, the questions 
themselves 
are 
important 
be­ 
cause they are so complete. They 
could be an outline for the plat­ 
forms of both parties. 
It is possible that 
the 
cam 
paign by silence, which the Eis­ 
enhower strategists have decided 
upon, will not interfere with his 
getting 
the 
nomination. 
How­ 
ever, sooner or later, any candi­ 
date must speak his mind or be 
regarded as one who has 
no 
mind 
What many Republicans 
fear is that, ever. if nominated, 
Eisenhower will suffer during the 
election campaign from a lack of

clarification of his position. This 
could lead to a Democratic vic­ 
tory. It is to be 
assumed 
that 
Eisenhower would, if nominated, 
speak his mind during the cam ­ 
paign, but the suggestion that he 
will not resign 
until nominated 
causes some to wonder whether 
he will not say that he will con­ 
tinue in uniform until elected. 
The danger in this 
silence is 
greater to the country than to a 
political party. Under the Am eri­ 
can theory, no man is too im ­ 
portant to seek the office of presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
No 
man, w hatever his 
accomplish­ 
ments, lessens his stature by ad­ 
mitting that he is devotipg him ­ 
self to a cam paign for his selec­ 
tion. Our leading men 
are 
not 
Chinese m andarins who publicly 
reject office while privately they 
labor to obtain it. G reater 
men 
than Dwight D Eisenhower have 
campaigned for themselves 
for 
the presidency 
Therefore, 
there can 
be no 
humiliation in his telling the citi­ 
zens what he thinks. To do it by 
proxy is worse, however, than not 
to do it at all. 
The answers re­ 
main the proxy's views until they 
arc accredited by the principal. 
Many who ardently 
support 
General 
Eisenhower take 
the 
same view as his opponents on 
this subject. I have heard it said 
by some of General Eisenhower’s 
supporters that they fear that the 
strategy of silence is particularly 
harmful, as affecting those who 
are on the fence, those who like 
Eisenhower and would 
support 
him but who wonder what Eisen­ 
hower likes. 
My discussions with publishers 
and editors force upon me the 
conclusion that the campaign by 
silence reduces the political and 
intellectual stature of the gen­ 
eral. If it is continued after June 
I, it will be increasingly dam ag­ 
ing to him. 
No candidate for president can 
afford to be too proud to talk

Solid Advice 
Is Offered To 


Senior Boys 


Dr. Bland Stradley, 
OSU Vice-President, 
Rotary Speaker 


The 48 boys of the Washington 
High School were given a treat in 
the form of some sound and whole­ 
some advice Tuesday, by Dr. Bland 
Stradley, vice president of Ohio 
State University. 
The occasion was the weekly 
luncheon of the Rotary Club at the 
Washington Country Club. All the 
boys were invited as guests of the 
club to help celebrate Boys and 
Girls Week sponsored by Rotary 
International. 
Each Rotarian took charge of one 
student and sat beside the young 
man at the luncheon table during 
the program. 
All 
the 
student 
guests 
were 
warmly welcomed by President Ed 
Moser who told how a special effort 
had been made by the club during 
past years to bring different in­ 
dividuals and different groups in 
from the high school here and at 
times groups from other schools of 
the county, on various occasions. 
• ' • 
• 
THE FEATURED speaker for the 
day, Dr. Stradley, was introduced 
by Frank W. Baker, head of the 
Rotary Club’s youth committee. 
A straight-from-the-shoulder talk, 
without oratorical fanfare but filled 
with interest and common sense, 
was given by the speaker in a semi- 
humorous vein, but with great 
earnestness. He had everyone of his 
listeners giving close attention. 
Dr. Stradley asserted that nearly 
every young man could come close 
to getting what he % wanted, or 
achieving what he hoped for, if he 
seriously sought to do so and had 
the strength of character to stick to 
his main purpose. 
Practically every boy can get a 
college education in preparation for 
his future, if he wants to do so bad­ 
ly enough, he asserted. 
“ Boys, don’t just be like ‘content­ 
ed cows.’ Don’t be just hunting se­ 
curity, look for opportunity,” Dr. 
Stradley urged. 
He related numerous examples of 
young men 
who 
followed 
such 
purposes, under difficulties, to suc­ 
cess in a big way by their own ef­ 
forts. 
“ Don't sit back waiting for some­ 
body to hunt you up to lend you 
a helping hand,” the speaker said. 
“ Take what you have and try to 
improve upon it, do the most with 
what you have. Go after some­ 
thing and don’t give up easily.” 
* 
* 
* 
DR. STRADLEY expecially em­ 
phasized the need for young people 
to follow the idea of maintaining 
good health, industriously working 
and above all keeping alert to tr^in 


their minds toward “ being some­ 
thing.” 
“ Remember,” he continued, “ the 
rules for a good life are simple. 
All you need to do is to be sure 
you are thinking, following a life 
of decency and seeking develop­ 
ment, mental, physical, social and 
religious.” 
He said that it was not unusual 
for young high school graduates not 
to know exactly what they wanted 
to do.

the location of his home. In order 
to distinguish him from some of 
his relatives of the same name, 
Jacob Bush, son of Leonard Bush. 
Jr., was commonly called Knobby 
Jake Bush' because his home was 
on one of the more conspicous of 
these knobs. 
“ Some of the natural elevations 
in Fayette County had been used 
as burial places by the Indians.
